TUIKWAY, Aug. 26 (Special) — One 


man dead, one seriously injured and 
half a dozen suffering from minor in- 
juries make tbe must deplorable re- 
sults of a wreck in tbe Trinway yards 
this morning.

Some went on one track and 
others refused to pass tbe defective 
switch point and the wreck followed-

A Hollow Victory. 


London. Aug. 26.—Although 
the 


French papers hail Turkey's yielding 
as a. great triumph for France—more 
especially as it •was largely believed 
that the sultan's obduracy was due to 
the supposed friendship between Ger- 
many and Turkey—it is felt in Lon- 
don, despite considerable satisfaction 
over the outcome, that there is a grave 
doubt as to -whether France has 
achieved more than a paper victory. 
The British theory is that M. Con- 
stans really wished to force Turkey 
to purchase quays which are notor- 
iously nnremunerative. The sultan 
has avoided this, thus securing the 
practical results while leaving to M. 
Constans the empty congratulations. 


Died Suddenly. 


Minneapolis, Aug. 26. —• Robert G. 


Evans, 47, United States district attor- 
ney for Minnesota, died suddenly of 
heart disease at his home in Kenwood. 
Mr. Evans went to the room of 
his daughter to awaken her. He 
grasped the footrail of the bed and 
shook it, seemingly unable to speak. 
Just as the daughter awoke Mr, Evans 
-staggered from the room, made his 
way to the balcony over the front 
porch and sank to the floor dead. Mr. 
Evans was a prominent candidate be- 
fore the legislature last winter to suc- 
ceed the late C. KL Davis in the Unit- 
ed States senate, but was defeated by 
M. E. Clapp of St. PauL Mrs. Evans 
died four months ago. 


General Williams Dead. 


New York, Aug. 26.—General Rob- 


ert "Williams. 75. died at the Hotel 
Netherwood, near Plainfield. N. J., of 
apopleiy. He had been spending the 
summer with his three daughters, his 
home being in "Washington. D. C. Gen- 
eral Williams was born in Virginia 
and was a graduate of "West Point. In 
1892 he was appointed to the position 
of adjutant general of the army and 
retired a year later. He married the 
widow of the late Stephen A. Doug- 
las. He leaves three sons and three 
daughters.

JEWLERS . 


Murdered the. Wife of HU Employer. 


Captured After an Kxeitlns Hunt 
and Thousand* WltneMcd His Cre- 
mation—Met Death With 
Kxtra- 


orUinary Bravado. 
Winchester, Tenn-.Aug. 26.—Speedy 


and terrribie punishment was inflicted 
by an immense mob on Henry Xoles, 
who criminally assaulted aad mur- 
dered Use wife of Charles Wiilian-s 
last Friday. 


Williams is one of the prominent 


farmers of Franklin county and the 
•eport of the calamity which befell 
his home quickly spread and was 
promptly responded to by his neigh 
bors. 
The posse formed pursued 


Xoles. who was captured near Cow- 
an. Tenn. He was brought to Win- 
chester by his captors and placed in 
the county jalL Sheriff Stewart made 
haste to try to barricade the jail and 
protect the prisoner. Soon an angry 
mob of several hundred men gather- 
ed, but Assistant Attorney Genera! 
Matt N. Whittaker appeared 
and 


made a speech to the crowd. He ap- 
pealed to the men to assist him in al- 
laying excitement and upholding the 
majesty of the law. He promised to 
reconvene the grand jury to promptly 
indict the negroandhave him speedily 
tried at the present term of court, as- 
suring the crowd that his conviction 
and legal execution was a foregone 
conclusion. This appeal was supple- 
mented by Judge J. J. Lynch. Captain 
W. P. Tolley. Jesse M. Littleton. Fos- 
ter Ramsey and others. Xo sooner 
had their appeals been made than 
several hundred citizens from 
the 


neighborhood where the crime was 
committed came up and augmented 
the crowd to thousands. They swept 
forward upon the jail, overpowered 
the sheriff and his deputies, took the 
prisoner and started for the scene of 
the crime. 12 miles distant. The mob 
was orderly but determined. It seem- 
ed that the whole population for miles 
around had turned out to see the fate 
of the wretch. A procession three 
miles in length followed the mob to 
the Williams home. Arriving at a 
point in sight of the scene of the 
crime the negro was placed upon a 
stump and given a chance to make a 
statement. He mounted the stump 
stoically and laughed as he began his 
statement. He said: "Tell all my sis- 
ters and brothers to meet me in glory. 
I am going to make that my home. 
Tell my mother to meet me where 
parting will be no more." 


When asked T.-QV he killed Mrs. •Wil- 


liams Noles replied. "I just done that 
because I had nothing-else to do." 


Noles vras the^ asked as to whether 


any one else was implicated In the 
crime. He stateo-emphaticaily there 
•was no cue implicated but himself. 


"When he finished his statement he 


was taken from the stump, carried to 
a tree near by, bound to the tree by 
chains and his body saturated with 
oil. At 1:40 p. m. a match was ap- 
plied and instantly the quivering body 
was enveloped in games. Fence rails 
were pitched about, toe burning body 
and soon life was extinct. The negro 
made no outcry at any time and died 
as stolidly as a stoic. There were no 
disorderly scenes about the burning 
body. At least C.OOO people witnessed 
the horrible fate of the negro. Many 
remained several hours feeding the 
blaze uatll the body was entirely con- 
sumed. They then departed for their 
homes quietly. 


Lying on the floor of tae family 


room, her face splashed with clotted 
blood and the oaken planks stained 
with similar clots, Charles Williams 
found his wife Friday afternoon when 
bte returned from marketing his wheat 
in the little town of Maiwell. A heavy 
bullet had gone through her head, life 
was completely extinct, and her two 
baby children were crying aloud their 
grief and fear. The eldest boy, aged 
five, told what had occurred. The 
young mother had been shot and kill- 
ed by Henry Noles, a negro who work- 
ed for Williams. As the woman sank 
to the floor Xoles shot at the boy. the 
bullet grazing the child's head. The 
negro fled to the woods. Sheriff Stew- 
art departed for the scene with blood- 
hounds. A posse of determined citi- 
zens, well aimed and provided with 
a rope, was also on the trail of Noles 
and captured him. The dead woman 
was a member of one of the oldest 
and most 5-espected families of the 
county. The two children were the 
only witnesses of the tragedy. 


Negroes Raided by Bungalos. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 26.—Another riot 


broke out in a crowd of 5.000 people 
at Fairview park. The trouble was 
caused by white boys from the west 
sidf known as the Bungalos. Members 
of this gang to the number of 150 con- 
gregated at the park and began a de- 
termined effort to drive all negroes 
out. A dozen of them attacked a 
negro with his wife. He was knocked 
down several times. With a club he 
fought back, injuring two of the gang, 
but he was compelled to run toward 
the pavilion, where park officers came 
to his rescue. The fight was contin- 
ued to the car and after the negro and 
his wife were on the car stones were 
thrown, injuring his wife. 
A negro 


named Harris was attacked in another 
part of the park about the same time 
and his right arm was broken before 
he was rescued. Two other negroes, 
on« with his wife, were badly beaten. 
Twelve police were sent from the city 
to quell th« riot, and their arriral 
stopped the trouble. Four member* 
of the gang were arrested, the otkera 
Mattering U U« woods. 


MacArthur Will Stop at Canton. 
Chicago. Aug. 26.—Major General 


MacArthur, who has just returned 
from the Philippines, will leave for 
Washington Wednesday to 
report 


to the war department. He expects to 
6toy at Canton on his way east to pay 
his respects to President McKinley.

tiaries are en route from Sian-Fu and 
are expected to arrive Wednesday.

ent force. There is a feeling that, al- 
though there is no apparent prospect 
of trouble, in the eveat of an uprising 
in the future, such as is always possi- 
ble among the Malays, ii would be 
better to have a sufficient body of 
troops available. 


Many array officers say they are 


gratified at the Increase in the mili- 
tary force. They think that, with the 
military guard withdrawn from the 
prison, another uprising there might 
result in the release of about l.SOO 
prisoners. This possibility is regard 
ed as a menace to the city by those 
who take that view of the case, for 
they believe the white guard is in- 
sufficient- 


Civil officials look upon this contin- 


gency as unlikely, inasmuch as the 
600 white police could mobilize at the 
prison before any of the prisoners 
could escape and become dispersed 
throughout the disaSected district- 


\Vord was received that the Filipino 


Colonel Loreel, with 17 officers and 13 
men, surrendered to Captain Brown 
of the Fourth infantry at Talisay. The 
surrender of numerous other smaller 
contingents last week brings the total 
to more than 100. 


Boers Are Active Again. 


London. Aug. 26. — South African, 


dispatches show that the Boers con- 
tinue active in Cape Colony. Sharp 
skirmishing has occurred near Union- 
dale, only a day's ride from the sea, 
•while Commandant Schepper's com- 
mando is threatening the important 
town of Oudtshoern, 30 miles from 
the Indian ocean. In Brussels it is 
asserted that Commandant General 
Botha has ordered the Boer comman- 
ders in future to retain all captured 
British as hostages in case Lord 
Kitchener carries out the threats of 
his latest proclamation.

Tattooing m. Girl'* Eye, 


A most astonishing operation has jnst 


>een performed at a London hospital. 
This is no less than the tattooing of a 
young woman's eye which had lost its 
color by disease, but which has, mainly 
:h rough the operation of tattooing, been 
Brought back to its normal shade. 


The patient was 19 years old and of 
:ood appearance, save that the left eye 
was colorless and was disfigured by a 
number of salmon patches on the corsear 


After her admission diagnosis proved 


tbat she was suffering from, a cicatrii (a 
sort of scar) which iad originated in the 
ris—the colored circle of the eye—and had 
almost wholly replaced the cornea. 


The patient was plucky enough to sug- 


gest the taking ont of the eye and the re- 
)h'.cing of it with a glass one, but th* 
loctors refused. The patches were cot 
away and replaced with bits of cornea 
taken from the eye of a rabbit. In a 
ew days tbe transplanted pieces united 
and the appearance of the eye was much 
mproved.
